To THE CITIZENS oF WENTWORTH: 


We believe the schools of the town for the past year have 
shown a matked improvement as compared with the two pre- 
ceding years, owing, as we believe, mainly to the reason that 
with one or two exceptions, we have been fortunate in securing 
the services of good teachers, and also to the fa@ that more in- 
terest has been taken by the parents in the welfare of the schools. 

A number of the parents of children attending school in the 
village, subscribed and paid twenty-three dollars to lengthen 
the winter term of their school. This, and another equally im- 
portant fact that about seventy visits were made the school dur- 
ing the year, shows a commendable interest on the part of pa- 
rents, and isa well deserved compliment to the very efficient 
teacher who has had charge of the school the past year. 

This matter of school visits is one of vital importance. How 
can any one obtain accurate knowledge of the management of 
a school unless they visit it? What moral right has ony one to 
find fault with the teacher, unless they get their information 
from actual observation? School visits encourage the teacher 
and animate the scholar. 


We ought all of us to take a deeper interest in educational 
matters. for on this depends the perpetuity of our free institu- 
tions. On this as a foundation 1s reared the fabric of our ma- 
terial wealth and our national greatness. 

Thanking the teachers and pupils of the different schools for 
the uniform respect and courtesy shown us when visiting them,
